according to the accommodations reserved. A few 
especially fine suites may be secured in Birch and Maple 
Cottages at higher rates. 


No space remains to tell of the mountains, the virgin 
forest, the trout brooks, or the Long Trail; but those who 
are interested in further details of the school or its loca- 
tion may send for the booklet, Bread Loaf Inn and The 
English School.

THIRTEENTH SUMMER SESSION 
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The second English School at Bread Loaf will be 
conducted from June 29 to August 11 inclusive, with 
classes meeting five days in the week. Over one-third of 
the students attending the first session at Bread Loaf 
made, before leaving, reservations for this year. 


Provision will be made at the Inn for a fifty per cent 
increase in attendance, should this number apply. The 
first aim of the school, however, is not numbers of stu- 
dents, but quality of work, in order that the standards of 
excellence set by Middlebury in its Schools of French and 
Spanish may be sustained for the benefit of teachers and 
students of the English language and literature. 


The four general lines of study given in the first Ses- 
sion will be continued, with just enough variation in 
courses to make the work progressive for those who wish 
to continue in any of the fields already begun, the study 
of creative writing, speaking, dramatics, expression, and 
literature. 


So many have expressed a desire for its repetition, 
that Dr. Harrington will offer again his course in Brown- 
ing. Keats and Shelley will be presented by Mrs. Grace 
Hazard Conkling, of Smith College, who will also conduct 
Studies in Modern Poetry, with readings, and a writing 
laboratory for those who wish to try their hand at versifi- 
cation. 


The large parlor will not be exclusively a poets’ cor- 
ner, however, since Mrs. Ruth Murdock Lampson of 
Oberlin, will direct a class in Short Story Writing for those 
students of composition who do not prefer to point their 
quills for verse. Mrs. Lampson. herself a teacher of 
English in secondary school and college, will present also 
the Technique of Teaching English. 


The speech problems of the English teacher will be 
the basis of the courses in Vocal Technique offered by 
Professor Calvin L. Lewis of Hamilton College, whose 
work in this field and as author of American Speech is 
well known. 


The teachers interested in sane Americanization will 
have a chance in Professor Davison’s American Literature 
to catch the stimulus which may be brought to American 
high school pupils through a study of the literature of 
their own land. 


Those to whom school dramatics have meant only 
innumerable and unsolvable problems in designing and 
making costumes, making and manipulating scenery, 
stage decoration, and the many details of stage craft, will 
be glad of the opportunity for practical training in Stage 
Design in the little theatre which will be used as a labora- 
tory by Miss Alice Howard Spaulding’s class in producing 
plays. Miss Spaulding will also offer a course in Modern 


Drama. 
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The co-operation of Professor Baker, of the 47 Work- 
shop, of which Miss Spaulding is Secretary-Treasurer, 
has been enlisted to secure the services of an expert 
director in the handling of stage details. 


Professor Skillings, of the Middlebury College 
Faculty, recently returned from Oxford, will offer a val- 
uable teachers’ course in The English Language. Pro- 
fessor Skillings will also have the direction of one sec- 
tion of the Long Trail hikes. 


Dr. George T. Smart is a name new to many teachers 
of English; but his lectures on Literary Criticism will 
prove an inspiration and delight to all who hear him. 


Dr. Julian W. Abernethy is so well known through 
his books on English and American Literature and his 
editorial work in school editions of the classics that 
teachers will welcome the opportunity to secure the ripe 
fruit of his experience as a teacher of English through 
his lestures on The Teaching of Literature. 


Dorothy Canfield Fisher, Robert Frost, and Dr. John 
H. Finley will be special lecturers at the English School 
of 1921; and Professor Charles Baker Wright will be a 
visitor whose contributions will add much to the pleasure 
of all. Special evening programs are a feature of the 
school. 


Dr. and Mrs. Harrington will conduct trail parties 
and direct long and short hikes and over-night camping 
expeditions. Women students interested in out-of-door 
life and camping parties should write to Mrs. V. C. Har- 
rington, 4 Storrs Avenue, Middlebury for instructions 
about dress.
